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1. COORDINATION OF COLLECTION. ACTIVITIES 

re/w; way— ——— 

GENERAL YANDENBERG gave o brief description of the con¬ 
tents of C.I.G. 18/3, He also stated that at this time he would 
like to make it a matter of record in the'minutes that oertain 
oolleotion activities assigned to the Central Intelligence Group, 
namely, those covered by Speolal Operations, F.B.I.S, and informa¬ 
tion gained from business conoerns and individuals who have trav¬ 
eled abroad, would not be governed by this paper. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that this was the finest piece 
of work turned out so far end that as suggested by General 
Yandenberg we should get away from detail. General Chamberlin 
felt, however, that the paper should assign fields of primary 
responsibility for all activities, rather than being confined 
only to coordination of collection. He believed that the general 
assignment of responsibilities contained in paragraph 2 a of the 
proposed C.I.G, Directive should be taken out and medp into a 
N.I.A. Directive. 

MR, LAY explained .that the preparation of a S.I.D. on 
the U.S.S.R, is in faot now an inter-egenoy operation under C.I.G. 
coordination.

GENERAL CILUBERLIN suggested that the word "erea" in 
paragraph 1 b of the proposed N,I,„. Directive be changed to 
•’country." 

MR, EDGAR explained that the word "area" was used since 
it was not at all impossible that oertain countries by name would 
not bo oovered, henoe the responsibility for ooverago would neces¬ 
sarily have to be given to the coordinator covering that area in 
whioh such countries might be located. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN said thot we must realize that . 
Ambassadors are political officers sent out without intelligence 
training. He therefore felt that we should define oertain broad 
principles by whioh the Ambassadors should be guided. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS stated that this was a fiiic paper. He 
said, however, that he had not had time enough to study the paper 
as thoroughly as he wished, but would agree to it in its broad 
principles. 



GENERAL VANDEITBERG then asked Admiral Inglis if.it could 
be approved for vise as a guide. 

. ADMIRAL INGLIS answered that he would like to request 
another week to study this paper and suggested that on ad hoc 
oommlttee be appointed to consider the paper further, in’VTSw of 
the faot that he had some changes to recommend. 


GENERAL VANDENBERG stated thop he felt that there should 
be no further delay and that those parts of the paper that were 
highly controversial ooula be tsken out end resubmitted ot a later 
date for further consideration. 

MR. FDDY agreed with General Vandenborg's suggestion and 
stated that he was in agreement that an ed hoo committee be ap¬ 
pointed, He further stated that I CAPS hocT prepared a very fine 
paper. Mr. Eddy said that the collection of intelligence in the 
field presented a separate problem from that of the over-all 
policies governing coordination of intelligence activities. Mr. 
Eddy went on to say that the intelligence scene in Washington 
differed from that in the field in view of possible reduction in 
one Department and increases in others. 
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GENERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that he believed the assign¬ 
ment of basia responsibilities should be the same for Washington 
as the field. , 

MR^ EDDY stated that he did not quite agree with this and 
that he felt that there should be an over-all polioies and ob¬ 
jectives direotive end a separate collectionidireotive for the 
field. {

ADMIRAL INGLIS stated that *he believed that there should 
first be a K.I.A. Direotive on collection polioies,

MR, EDDY suggested that- General Chamberlin’s over-all 
written suggestions, which were previously passed to the I.A.B. 
members, be turned over to ICAPS for consideration and that we go 
ahead on the oolleotion direotive, 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that he felt that the broad 
principles of the paper should oover all contingencies, 

MR. EDDY stated that he felt that the oolleotion direotiv 
should be separate. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that he felt that the first 
plaoe to taokle this problem was on the evaluation level here in 
Washington rather than in the field, 

MR, EDDI stated that he believed that collection in the 
field oould be covered separately; particularly since there may 
be changes in Washington which in a great many instances would' 
•not affeot the oolleotion activities in the field. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS suggested that the oolleotion problem be 
considered now and the over-all problem be considered at a later 
date. 


GENERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that he was ready to vote on 
both problems, taking into consideration his suggestions. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS stated that he could not go along with 
General Chamberlin’s suggestion since he felt that Navy had not 
had time enough to study the problem. He suggested that an ad 
hoo committee be appointed to work on C.I.G. 18/2 and that iCJPS 
"undertake another study on the ultimate responsibilities of the 
production of intelligence. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN agreed to go along on getting out the 
oolleotion directive if agreement oould not be reaohed on the 
whole problem. 

MR. EDGAR stated that he hoped that S,I,D. would not be 
turned over all at once, in order to give C.I.G. a ohanoe to builci 
up a staff, since he did not fe6l it would be right to begin re- 
oruiting a staff at the present time, and have them sit around 
until June with nothing to do. 

v GENERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that as they completed a 

chapter it would be turned over to C.I.G. 

After further disoussion, 

THE INTELLIGENCE ADVISORY BOARD: 

a. Agreed to have ICAPS reconsider C.I.'G. 18/2 
in the light of General Chamberlin's written sug¬ 
gestions and the general disoussion in the meeting. 
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la, Agreed that* ICAPS prepare a companion 
document covering the coordination of the pro¬ 
duction and dissemination of intelligence. 


o. Agreed that an I.A.B. ad hoc committee 
oompo’sed of Colonel Fearing, CoToneT'‘Fnnis,. 
General Samford and Captain Davis will review the 
revision of C.J.G, 18/3 and subsequently the 
directive which wili.be prepared by ICAPS for the 
coordination of the production and dissemination 
of intelligence. 


d. Agreed that the revision of C.X,G, 18/2 
be submitted to the I.A.B. and that the directive 
for the coordination of the production and dissem¬ 
ination of intelligence be submitted when prepared 
to the I,A,B. 


2, PRODUCTION OF POLITICAL-PSYCHOLOGICAL STUDY ON U.S.S.R. 

(Cj;i,C, 20) — --’--- 

GENERAL VANDENBERG briefly explained the recommendations 
contained in this paper ? He stated that there appeared to be two 
courses of action open; 

a, A specialist or specialists in this parti¬ 
cular""field oould be contracted to prepare suoh a 
study whioh would be disseminated as intelligence 
information, the .oontents of whioh would be the 
views of the individuals preparing the. study, only. 

b. A specialist or specialists in this parti- 
oular"field could be contracted to prepare such a 

•study under C.I.G. (ORE) guidanoe. An ORE evalua¬ 
tion would be plao6d on the study prior to dissemin¬ 
ation. 


He further stated that C.I.G, preferred oourse a.. 

ADMIRAL INGLJS stated that he did not quite understand 
what was meant. 

GENERAL VANDENBERG explained that the study would be 
prepared and presented to the interested agencies over the 
signature of the person preparing the study and that there would 
be no evaluation whatsoever by C.I,G. The study in short would 
be presented for "what it was worth." He also stated that this 
study then oould be used as a basis on which the agencies oould 
expand their own thoughts on what was presented. 

MR, EDDY thought it might be better to have a group 
work on this study.

ADMIRAL INGLIS stated that at the present time he felt 
that there were only a limited number of people who could pre- 
/pare suoh a study, and^furtherraore that suoh a study, if prepared 
I by Dr. Ladislas FaragoAwould be what he thought and not a arre- 
Wult of his being givenr aocess to the files of the agencies. ) IIo 
\\J particularly pointed out that Dr. Fcrago was a Hungarian by birth 
' and great oare should be exercised relative to the classified 
material given to him in the event he was seleoted to make the 
study. 


GENERAL VANDENBERG felt that for the timely completion 
of the study it would be better to have one person prepare it.

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MR, EDDY suggested'that possibly one man could bo 
found to go along wiljh whoever might be selected to make the 
study. 


'GENERAL VAFDENBERG agreed and asked Mr. Eddy if ho could 
find some one. " 


TICT INTELLIGENCE ADVISORY BOARD: 

a. Approved the recommendations in C.I.G. SO 
ponding the scouring of a person and possibly an 
assistant to oonduot this study, 


3. EXPLOITATION OF ENEMY DOCUMENT REPOSITORIES 

(CVt.^V 2TI- - ----- 

GENERAL VAUDENBERG briefly outlined the recommendations 
contained in O.I.G, 21 and stated that in view of the fact that 
the priority on suoh a plan is questionable and. that C.I.G. is 
not prepared to undertake this program it be held in abeyenoo 
until the dooument situation is sufficiently clarified for con¬ 
structive C.I.G, recommendations. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS stated that this was just the reason why 
ho had made the.recommendations contained in this paper at the 
present time sinoe he was efreid that the documents might soon 
bo lost. 


GENERAL VANDEMBERG replied that C.I.G, is at the present 
time awaiting a reply from the Navy relative to the transfer of 
the Washington Document Center to C.I.G. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS stated that he thought that this reply 
had been made and that he would take eotlon to see why C.I.G. 
had not reoeived an answer from the Navy. 

GENERAL MoDOFALD stated that there were a lot of docu¬ 
ments still in Berlin and that he believed that miorofilras of 
the documents were presently in this country, 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that he felt that quite a few 
of these dooumonts in Berlin were still there in view of the War 
Crimes Trials. 

ADMIRAL INGLIS stated that there are literally, not car¬ 
loads nor tons, but ship, loeds of oaptured enemy documents. 

GENERAL CHAMBERLIN stated that he was well aware of this 
fact and that in view of his personnel situation he oould only 
contribute a limited amount of help, 

GENERAL VAFDENBERG suggested that a committee be ap¬ 
pointed to look into all the problems involving the present 
document situation. 

GENERAL MoDONALD stated that a representative of the 
Library of Congress had looked through some of the captured docu¬ 
ments in the possession of the Air Forces. 

GENERAL VAFDENBERG suggested that it might be well to 
appoint an inter-agency group to look over the problems arising 
from this paper, 

GENERAL MoDONALD felt that it was dangerous to delay too 
long in considering the dooument question. 

GENERAL VAFDENBERG asked Admiral Inglis whether he felt 
we should wait or appoint a commit-fee to consider the problems 
which had arisen from this disoussion. 
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ADMIRAL INGLIS stated that ho felt that we should 
appoint a oommittee and go ahead, 

GENERAL VANDEHBERG questioned whether it would be well 
to heve a representative of the Library of Congress as a member 
of this oommittee, 

ADMIRAL INGLIS stated wc should be very , careful about 
the person selooted from, the Library of Congress and that we 
should mako oertain that the selectee was seoure, ‘ 

GENERAL VANDENBERG stated that C,I.G. would seleot an 
individual from the Library of Congress who would be agreeable 
to all agencies and that we should make certain that ho had been 
cleared before being put to work.

b. Agreed to let 0,1,0., 21 5:0 over until a 
report had been received from tho above-appointed 
oommittee. 
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
